Riga, Oug. 12— One. of tile last 
obstacles to American relief in Rus­ 
sia has been wiped out. 
Conferring 
with Walter Lyman Brown, head of 
the American commission, Boris Li t - 
vinoff, soviet delegate, agreed to the 
demand that all Americans should he 
permitted to leave Russia. 
Litvinoff said the task of notify­ 
ing all Americans would be difficult, 
hut that he hoped it could he carried 
out satisfactorily. 
He was assured 
that deportation of Americans there 
would not be required. 
Brown had another adviser today 
in Charles R. Crane, tonner minister 
to China and an authority on Rus­ 
sian affairs. 
Crane arrived after a long over­ 
land journey from Peking. 
The trip 
through Russia and a stop at Mos­ 
cow gave nim an opportunity to ob­ 
serve conditions. 
Crane gi rded half 
the globe to reach Russia. 
His journey began long before the 
need for 
famine relief in 
Russia 
arose. 
The start was made from 
Peking on June 16. 
The journey cost more than 100,- 
000,000 soviet 
roubles. 
He turned 
back once was caught by a telegram 
from Nikolai Lenin, who told him to 
proceed to Moscow.

“ I arn not wholly alarmed about 
the movement from the farm,” 
the

i can he accomplished with less labor 
on the farm nowadays, 
hut 
I ahi 
j alarmed about the conditions iii the 
J cities where God's sunshine is shift’ 
out and viciousness and crime or­ 
iginate. (lur job is to look after the 
source of our civilization, our boys 
I and girls, to sec that it is pure. 
The speaker said we had the hest 
! government in the world, and that 
j although the framers of the consti- 
j tution were up against a new job, 
I}hey did it thoroughly, building up 
the government around for corner- 
j stones, the home, education, religious 
freedom and individuality. 
“The first group of men incorpor­ 
ated the idea,” Mr. Harding assert­ 
ed, “that the individual is endowed 
with certain rights which the major­ 
i t y can’t take from him. When they 
wrote that thought into fundamental 
law they caught the great thought 
of the sermon on the mount. 
The 
Master suffered and died for us as 
individuals.” 
t

“The debt of ti)is generation, 
the 
speaker 
said, 
“ is to educate the 
generation of tomorrow. 
When we 
contemplate 
the 
responsibility 
on 
these boys and girls to carry on our 
civilization, can you coincide with 
the community which refuses to al­ 
low their minds to unfold.” 
Mr. Harding commented 
on 
the 
criticism 
that 
there was no out­ 
standing speeches 
during 
the* war 
which will live 
in 
literature, 
and 
said that it had been answered with 
the assertion that the standard of 
education had been raised and that 
tile people are thinking for them­ 
selves. 
“People must not alone 
think for 
themselves,” he continued, “ but they 
must take an interest in their coun­ 
try because we can’t leave the gov­ 
ernment to hired men any more than 
we can leave the farm, hank or busi­ 
ness.*' 
The former governor 
said 
that 
there were more internal than exter­ 
nal problems in the country aud that 
if the flag is ever torn down, it will 
he from within. As one of the great 
est internal problems, he spoke 
oi 
transportation. 
Mr. Harding 
outlined 
the 
plans 
which 
had been prepared and were 
halted by the war, to make the St. 
Lawrence river navigable for ocean­ 
going vessels, and predicted that this 
would some day he consummated, so 
that the farmers 
of middlewestern 
states could get their produce to the 
eastern seaboard at a coast which 
would permit them to compete with 
Argentine farmers. 
“We have liquid credits, commer­ 
cial paper which can be turned 
into 
money over night, and frozen 
cre­ 
dits, which 
can’t 
lie 
turned 
into 
money,*' said the speaker, “but what 
we need most is a liquid transporta­ 


tion system. The system we have now 
is so frozen that it is scarcely pos­ 
sible to ship anything.” 
Mr. Harding said that Indiana fa r­ 
mers should he able to ship products 
to any part 
of 
the 
United States 
without having to pay a prohibitive 
freight rate. At the rate the Kansas 
wheat crop was moved iii 1920, the 
speaker declared, it would have ta ­ 
ken until 1924 to ship all of the wheat! 
out of the state, the delay in shipping' 
costing the wheat raisers of Kansas; 
$183,000,000 because wheat 
was 
worth $2.30 at harvest and they had 
to sell it at $1.00 a bushel, beause 
there was not an adequate transpor­ 
tation system. 
“We 
raised four hundred million 
bushels of corn in Iowa last year,” 
the speaker continued. “The farmers 
of our state lost 
millions 
because 
they could not get cars to ship 
it 
when the price was at its peak. Even 
if we should start to New York with 
three cars of Iowa corn, it 
would 
take the selling price of two cars to 
pay the freight and the sum received 
for the third car woqld not 
pay the 
shipper's ticket back home. 
“Don’t tell me you have prosperity 
in a country like this when it costs 
two-thirds of the selling price to get 
it to market. 
The 
railroads can’t 
carry 
the freight of the country, 
even though the producers were able 
to pay the rates. I can cite you fa r­ 
mers in my own state who lost from 
$10,000 to^$20,000 last year because 
they could not get cars. The railroads 
could not carry the freight in 1915 
and now the reight is twenty percent 
heavier, I here 
are 
fewer 
miles of 
track and the equipment is out of re­ 
pair. 
•Someone asks, 
‘Why 
don’t 
the 
railroads build more track’? How can 
they when it costs $20,006 a mile. 
The expense of building a railroad 
across 
my state would be several 
millions of dollars. 
“There is only one solution 
to 
the transportation problem and that 
is to use that 
which 
nature 
left 
here for us. We have in this eountrx 
great opportunities for water trans­ 
portation and all we have to do is to 
utilize them. We are today wrestling 
with the same problem as the French 
did back in 1852.” 
Mr. Harding 
recalled 
that 
this 
government and Canada had appoint­ 
ed a commission to investigate (lie 
possibilities of water transportation 
and that the commission had recom­ 
mended that a canal be built around 
the rapids in the St. Lawrence and 
Niagara Falls so that wean 
vessels 
could dock at ports on the 
Great 
feokes. Kb said it was estimated-that 
this expense would he $250,000,000, 
each government to hear half of it. 
“What will it mean to make water 
transportation to the Atlantic 
pos­ 
sible?” asked the >peaker. “It will 
mean that every farmer in the Missi- 
issippi valley who has grain to .'cli 
will save ten cents a bushel in ship­ 
ping 
expense. 
liverpool fixes the 
price 
of grain and every time you 
save ten cents a bushel op shipping 
expense, yon put that much money in 
your pocket.” . 
Mr. Harding said that transporta­ 
tion by water via tile Great Lakes 
would help the northeast, where there 
is some objection to the project, as 
well as the Mississippi valley. 
“I hear 
some folks say,” 
the 
speaker 
continued, 
“that so much 
time will tie lost 
in 
shipping 
by 
water. The contrary is the ease. The 
average daily mileage of the loaded 
freight car in the United States i- 
twelve miles. 
The average 
hourly 
mileage of a boat is ten knots or 2-?0 
miles a day, which is twenty times 
as last as rail transportation. 
‘Ale can save not only time, but 
20 percent in shipping expense 
as 
well. With the St. Lawrence navi­ 
gable, ocean vessels may visit 
the 
Great Lakes ports and take on car­ 
goes from your own farms. I hope 
to see the day when this most impor­ 
tant step in transportation will be 
taken, thus bringing the northeast­ 
ern market 
closer to us and making 
the world markets available 
for our 
products. 
“Every great nation of the past 
has built itself up with ocean trans­ 
portation and no nation can achieve 
the best results 
without 
adequate 
water transportation. There is more 
ocean freight in Indiana daily than 
passes one way through the Panama 
canal. If the government can afford 
to spend $500,000,000 to build 
the 
<*■ 
surely it can afford to spend 


■I '■ - >100,000 to make w-ater trans­ 
portation possible for the produces 
of the Mississippi valley. 
I wart 
you farmers and business men to see 
that your congressmen and senators 
are for this solution of the trans­ 
portation problem. 
“I believe it is the business of the 
government to make it easy for

man to make a living. No good citi­ 
zen wants the government to make a 
living for him.
